Energy Pool Funds Administration Limited Seeks Commission
Determination of "Exempt Telecommunications Company" Status Under
the Public Utility Holding Company Act

On August 18, 2000, Energy Pool Funds Administratiomited (“EPFAL” or
“Applicant”), pursuant to section 34(a)(1) of the Public Utility Holding Company Act3#5
("PUHCA"), as added by section 103 of the Telecommunications Act of 1996, Pub. L. No. 104-
104, filed an application requesting a r@mission determination that it is an exempt
telecommunications company ("ETC").

The application states that EPFAL is a wholly owned indirect subsidiary of The National
Grid Group plc, a public limited company organized under the laws of England and Wales and a
public utility holding company registered under PUHCA. EPFAL is an associate company within
the meaning of Section 2(a)(10) of PUHCA of the following public utility companies:
Massachusetts Electric Company, The Narragansett Electric Company, Granite State Electric
Company, Nantucket Electric Company, New England Power Company, New England Electric
Transmission Corporation, New England Hydro-Transmission Corporation, and New England
Hydro-Transmission Electric Company, Inc.

The application states that EPFAL is and will be engaged directly or indirectly through
one or more “affiliates” (as defined in Section 2(a)(11)(B) of PUHCA), exclusively in the business
of providing telecommunications services, information services, other services or products subject
to the jurisdiction of the Commission and/or products or services that are related or incidental to
the provision of such products or services within the meaning of Section 34(a)(1) of PUHCA.

The application further states that EPFAL is the Pool Funds Administrator for the England
and Wales electricity market. In this capacity it has designed and developed specialized
information processing systems to prepare and disseminate invoices, manage and record fund
transfers and monitor the credit of various market participants. EPFAL also has designed and
developed computerized information systems that operate in support of the “On the Day



Commodity Market” for UK natural gas trading. Through the use of various computerized
information and communications systems, EPFAL acts as the clearing bank for the UK electricity
industry.

In accordance with 47 C.F.R. section 1.5004, if then@sion does not issue an order
denying an ETC application within 60 days of receipt of the application, in this case, August 18,
2000, the application Wbe deemed granted as a matter of law.adnordance with 47 C.F.R.
section 1.5003, a person applying in good faith for em@ssion determination of ETC status is
deemed to be an ETC from the date of receipt of the application, in this case, August 18, 2000,
until the date of Commission action pursuant to 47 C.F.R. section 1.5004. In accord with 47
C.F.R. section 1.5005, the Secretary of then@ssion is now notifying the Securities and
Exchange Commission (SEC) that the Applicant is deemed to be an exempt telecommunications
company. In the event that the Commission issues an order within 60 days of receipt of the
application denying the application, the Secretary will so notify the SEC. Otherwise, the
Commission will take no further action to grant this application.

This proceeding is considered a "permit but disclose” proceeding for purposes of the
Commission'®x parterules. See generall¢7 C.F.R. sections 1.1200 - 1.1206. Persons wishing
to file comments, regarding the adequacy or accuracy of the Applicants’ application requesting
status as an ETC, must do so no later thaptember 20, 2000 All comments should also be
served on the Applicants. Reply comments must be filed no lateS#dmamber 27, 2000.
